6nd an 
bour before dawn tho men oprnog to thelr {cet na 
tho low, bat carneot, command "fall in" passed 
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through the racks, And in the morning twilight 
the close columna moved ateadlly on toward the 

Then the low, sullen outlinea of the fort are 
butnot a man; all {a ollence, Forward! double- 
quick!" With 3 yell! and ns the 7th Connceticut 
and 76th rush forward, aa if the gates of the 
Inferno had opened, a broad eheot of fiamo burate 
from rifles, cannon, and howitzer. ‘The columna 
kneel, the storm of death passes over! nod among 
them, and then they preased forward, Wero there 
timo amid the rush of columns, the scream of shells, 
tho hiesing of bullets, and the erics of tho wounded 
Well might the words of Dante rise In tho mind, 
“Who enters here leaves hope behind." But while 
yot pressing forward, natinging pain ta felt in wy 
‘Arm, and it drops asl fall forward on my knees, Ao 
the shatterered remnants of columns aro ordered 
back I begin the painful retrest. Back through the 
iron storm, faint, parched with thirst, staggering, 
Aragging limbs that refuse to go, 1 am scen by a 
rummmer and supported to a hospital full of rebst 
wounded prieoners. Here the wounded lay on 
atretcbers ani on the ground, while the rebel nurses 
vie with our own to afford relief, They bring cups 
‘of cool water and bind the wounds, What an into- 
lerablo thirst thee wounds produce, and fyet they 
coolly caution us to take a sup. Then ambulances 
and stretchers come, and we are taken to boats aod 
rowed to Folly, and soon are Inin on a table 
in a hospital, The surgeon examines the 
wound and is ready to take of the Mmb in 
short order. My arm {a extended. The our- 
geon probes the wound with his fingers; the bullet 
hae made an ugly hole, and there ia room for it to 
pata throuch the arm. “An ugly wound, my young 
friend,” aay the good-hearted Illinois doctor, “and. 
came near the bones; but you are lucky, and that 
Will be allright.” A algh of relief eroapes, and then 
the wounded are taken to the tents and lafd on beds, 
Soldiera, rough in battle, kind as woman to the 
wounded, epenk cheerily, and the bloody clothes are 
removed, and the amoke and dirt of battle are washed 
off, aod the cool linen of the hospital {a put on, 
Mr. Day, of the Sanitary Commission, comes in 
With cheering words and little comforta provided by 
the Commiation, And relieved by good care we 
nleep coftly, while the waves come in silently on 
the beach na if fearful of wakening the sick. Morn- 
{og breake, and on the Cosmopolitan we proceed to 
Hilton Head, A long string of ambulsaces Is in 
waiting, aud we at Inst reach the general hospital, 
With ite cool warda, Its bede with white neta, and ita 
admirable arrangements, 

What a grateful change from the hot asnds, the 
Joltiog ambulance, and the burning sun, to the zoft 
cot, with the enowy net gathered nround it! As 
the twilight comea on, and the cool winde ateal in, 
I lay watebing the palmetto tops bung from the ra 
ers overhead, swinging lke ohandeltera, and londtog 
a Southern air to the ward, The bustling gradu- 
ally ceased, and julled by the wind passing through 
the ventilntor overhesd with a sound like a wind 
harp, tho wounded alept ftfully. 

In the morning, at dawa, the ward ie astir, nursea 
pass {rom bed to bed, the wounded sre washed, and 
then the breakfast Is brought in. Listen to the di- 

na of the wardmaster to bis attendanta; “This 
the man ohot in thebresst;” (‘that gruel to 
h the cheeka;"" “that to the 
men with ona arm and lez," and so on, till all are 
cupplted, nnd the slightly wounded go to the table 
spread inthe ward, Then wounda are dressed by 
nurees, And what an array of ghastly shots, in 
evers part of the body; and, were thes placed to- 
gether in one horrible moeale work, it would corer 
every spot on the curfaco of the body—oven the soles 
of the fect! Then comes the dootor, with his note. 
book, and every patieot is examined, Perhaps an 
r later the stretcher 4s brought in, a wounded 
man le cnrefully Ifted thereon, and carried to the 
amputating room, and soon after ia brought back, 
and an arm or leg faa been taken off. 

Later in the day the horpital chaplain passes 
through with a bat on very much cocked 
up at the elder, and very much cocked in at the top, 
aod wearing, furthermore, a very atitt patr of very 
ehiving collars, and a very secdy black coat, and 
creaklog aboes, His Inbora scom principally to be 
to ark daily the stereotyped queation, " How do you 
feel?" nod to distribute small tracta which reminded 
me forolbly of my earller yeara, when email booke 
of similar appearance were given to us infant 
lure, ‘The thought occurred, Why oannot solid read- 
ing matter be furnished to coldiera in the hospital) 
However, I am no profound theologian or metaphy- 
sician, and will not attempt to discuss the matter at 
leogth. Every day we hear the ahoca creak and nec 
a basket ¢ome with little traota, I fear the boys are 
begicning'to regard with more favor the bearer of 
another basket, containing oranges, sweet and lus 
olous'! 

THE REBEL WOUNDED—LIEUTENANT BE 

In our ward a number or rebel wounded Iny. To 
the right of my cot lay Lieutenant Beo, of the tat 
S. 0. Artillery, cousin to General Bee. His syatem 
had received internal injuriea by the explosion of a 
hell near his head, whieh, however, did not bit him. 
He was 8 fair type of the South Carolina chivalrs— 
haughty, acrogant, {nsolent, He was delirious most 
of thetime, Sometimes ho imagined himeelf drill 
ing hie battery, and his commands were firm and 
quick; then he would reprimand some sergeant or 
corporal for Imagined offences, and order them in 
arrest ; and anon, his fitful humor would change, and 
he would moan to go back to his Southern home, 
torn {rom it by this rebellion, to dic under the flag he 
bad insulted. One morning st dawn, after tossing 
all night, his moaning ceased, and the South Onjo- 
Uinian rebel was before his Judge, 

Over n dozen rough long-haired, repulsive "robs" 
were in the ward. They were moatly slightly wound: 
ed, aud enjoyed hugely the clon shirts and bed¥, the 
Uke of which they bad, I fear, neverncen before, Mo- 
deaty was not among thelr weaknesses, Aa the meal 
times approached, their unkempt heads could be seen 
loomiog over the tops of the mosquito bars, aa they 
wistfully watched the setting of the table. No 
sooner waa the worl given, before they briskly 
stepped up, nevor falling to get a good seat. Well 
might the ward master affirm he would rather feed 
them “for a day than a month,” It hae been 
atfirmed that tiret mouthfuls were heard to rattle in 
theirboots! Be that sa it may, it iecertain that 
one hungry looking defender of his rights. stowed 
fomewhere woven alicea of bread (equal toa day's ta- 
Hoos), besides sundry emall chunks of meat, plates 
of soup, aod Little trifles of like natnre to fll int 
Had there rebels fought on Morrie Telond as they 
ate in the hospital, we could never have landed? 
At the end of the’ firet week they were aent to 
Charleston to be exchabged for our wounded priao- 
ners. They seemed sorry to leave + expreased thelt 
regret; but I fear the feeliage that atirred them 
Were caused more by reluctance to Jeaye the good 
feeding of Uncle Ssm, than by remorse for rebelling 
What’ different atory had our wounded to tell 
When brought here alter exchange! The bloody 
clothes, ia which they were taken, had not 
been changed ; somo were robbed ‘of every: 
thing but undenclothes! Sisters of Meroy visited 
them, and treated thom kindly, but the surgeons 
acted like fiends, Many with alight wounde were 
foreed to undergo amputation, and died from the 
buagllog manner in which it wae performed. The 
uve, who brought apples and peachea to the sue 
ing men, were forbidden to come to the hospital, 
Such are the men who call themselves the truo 
chivalry of the world. If they are, let me glory in 
the title of barbarina. It tm said’ the rebela who 
conducted the exchange looked very sheepish when 
they aaw ¢heir wounded returned in clean hospital 
clothes, erinciog oligos of careful nucolog, while 
may of our brave men were atill covered With the 
dust and spoke of battle, So pasa the days quietly 
bud, ag we become convalescent, wearily, till eheered 
by the intelligence that ina few daya the wounded 
will be neat North, and every one ia buoyed by the 
hope of soon nyain’ breathing the sweet air of the 
North, amid the greea valleya and flelde of our own

CONSPIRACY FOR REVOLUTION IN 
THE NORTH. 
(Corresponilonce of the Chleago Tribane. } 

Srrixori.y, Aug. 6.—On tho 10th of Juno last, 
a nceret mecting was held in thin olty by the extreme 
peace lendera of the Democratic porty. At this 
meeting, I learn that it waa resolved to oppone the 
Waratall hazards, oven to realstance to tho cone 
scription, nod that it was decided thereat that peace 
should bo made sith the South, the Confederagy ac- 
Knowledged, Xe. ‘Tho mea who attended and too) 
part in that’ meeting were composed (mang, {f not 
all, of them) of delegates from the various K. G, 0. 
Jodgea in the State. They resolyed not only to 
bring the people up to the revolutionary standard 
but to control the Democratis party by committiog 
it to thelr programme, On tho 17th ef June, at the 
mass meetlog here, they auceeeded ia the Intter, une 
dcr the lead of Singleton, Manony, andothera. "The 
reason they did not mucceed In the former was only 
on account of the defeat of Leo at Gettyaburg, the 
capture of Vickaburg, Port Hudson, &¢, ; in’ {a0 
the placing of the rebellion in articulo mortis. Bul 
everything had been prepared; the arma had Veew 
obtained to ag great anextent ao poteltle; the lodges 
or castios heli stated meetings, and even in rome 
partsof tho State the horse and foot, which ore 
to take part in the great robelllon of the North, held 
micotings for dell, &o. 

But this was not ali. Alliances were formed with 
tho would-be revolutiouists in various othor Statea; 
delegates, Xc., were sent to thelr lodges, and wher 
evera Democratic Governor reigned, atubssendo 
were appolated to eound him. In thin way a com 
mittee was despatched to Governor Soymour, of 
Now York, who so boldly announced, in bis Vallan- 
Gigham letter, that revolution wan already inaugi: 
rated. Thad A conversation with ono of the gentio 
men who composed that committee, It was found 
that Seymour, although with the Peace Democracy 
in principle, was bebind them in nation, He refueed 
to opeoly take thelr position. From him the com- 
mittee called on Fernando Wood. He, on the other 
hand, came up to the work, and agreed to the pro- 

poned plan of action, Now York was to take the 
Initiatéry in open realstance. to the Governments 
the conscription, which Was denounced in ailvance 
‘As unconstitutional, to be the pretext for com 
mioncing the rebellion. 

The plan was for each State to throw iteelf upatt 
its Independent eovereignty. New York nud New 

Jersey were to do this through thelr Governors; the 
other States were to follow thelr examplo through 
the K.G. O, nocleties and-tho armed Democracy. 
‘The ground to be taken was, that the Admintatra: 
tion Having failed to conquer the South, the Unalog 
waa virtually resolved into its original clement, snd 
thua each State was at perfect lberty to entor into 
new combinations, Thore was to bo formed a North- 
Western Confedernoy. Now England was to be left 
out in the cold, Xe, ke, New York was to bo ab 
emplre in iteell, so, &0. But the futuro status of 
the country was to’ be settled by a Convention, of 
Which the leading peaco men and K. G. O.'e, of 
course, would have supremo control. Seymour was 
expected to announce the revolution in his inaugural, 
and Storey, Richardson, Merrick, Goudy, Fuller, 
and O'Melveny (properly spelled O'Melvaby), who 
were nearly all hero at the time it wantasued, could 
zoarcely wait itmappearanco. They wanted to com 
monco the bloody work at once. 

Richardson acknowledged to gentlemen hero at 
that time, that tho party had got beyond his povey

that Seymour was too timid, He wanted a General 
Fleury, who (eays Kinglako in bie History of the 
Crimean’ Wat) held n-platol to the head of Lob 
Napoleon, when the Intter showed symtoms of back 
ing out of the coup d! efafs.

Should there bo any unexpected change in tho as- 
pect of alfnira at Washington, which would hold ont 
the hope that the publication of my Missouri Com- 
promisc lotter would do any good, it ehall yat be 
published. 

Twas about to write mor 
enough. 

It may be, and doubtless was, the fact that, in 1819 
or 1820, my'name wna placed on s committee which 
roported the resolutions to which tho samp, Gen. 
Cameron, refere. Twas then 9 young man, had a 
great veneration for the chaitinan of tho committee 
as any legal preceptor, and probably was under the 
Influence of the excitement then universal in Penn 
sylvanis. I tirat went to Congress in December, 
1821, and, throughout my whole public oarcer, have 
been uniform in maintaining the just constitutional 
rights of the South. I have made more epceches on 
the subject, both on the floor of the Senate and at 
home, than probably any other man now living. One 
of them I now enclose to you, marked, which fell iuto

A letter from Kansas Olty, Missouri, 5th Inet , to 
the St. Louis Democret, gives tho followlns in refer. 
ence to life on the border: 

“Mr, Heory Tull, an influential farmer, who fore 
merly lived io thia (Jackson) county, near Lone 
Jack, where, for fifteen years, with hin family, he 
gloved the juxuries of » quicthome, fa now a ret 
gee. Months ago he fled for hin life and loft his 
family there. The guerillas robbed him of sbout 
eight thousand dollars’ worth of property, and finally 
his family had to move upto within a short distance 
of the line between Misegpri and Kaneas—fiftcen 
miles south of this place. "That goatieman is hero 
today, and anys that foralong time he hag not 
been able to sleep at his new home nt nightay that 
his house is often visited by the thieving, murdering 
miscreants in vearch of him. They were at his 
house, last Friday night, and not finding him, they 
robbed the house. Mr. Tull’ came round through 
Kanang to thiecity. He dare not come here or £0 
home through Missouri, 

"On Inst Friday olght a band of bushwhackers 
went over Into Kansas nest Shawneetown, to do 
tome robbing snd murdering. Near that town they 
went to the houso of Mr. Kunnele to kill him, but 
he thwarted thotr thirst for blood by a very narrow 
escape through the back window. On the same 
night, not far from there, they killed Mr, Payoeio 
hia own house; then went to within threo miles of 

hawpectown, to the house of Mr. Bookout, and 
murdered him, They wounded an old man, Mr. 
Savers, and he cacaped. Two women, dressed in 
men’s clothing, were along with these wretches 
‘They intended to kill five more men that night, bu 
they escaped. I am informed by an officer that’ two 
more men were killed last night, and two houses 
burned, not far from here. 

"VA fow nighta ago a party of theao prowling devila 
burned a valuable house near Independence, belong- 
ing to Judge Buchannon, of that town, and two 
other houses nearby, One of them belonged to a 
Mr. Cries, a good old Union man, Sisco my last to 
you some of the sme bandact the ferry-bost on fire, 
dn the Big Blue, between hore and Indopendence, 
and burned the bridge neross the Little Blue, below 
Independence.”

XIN@ OF THH BALTIMORE AND Onto Rary 
ROAD —Our readers were all gratified at the aa 
nouncement of the re-opening of the Baltimore and 
Ohio rallrond. The rebels burned or blew up twelve 
large bridges, tote down or burned eight trat-clagy 
water atationa, and broke up or earried off moat of 
thelr valuable machinery and fixtures. They atola 
over thirty miles of the best telegraph wire, aud cut 
down a thousand supporting poles, They ‘tore up 
from its eolld bed of stone ballast over soven tiles 
of heavy new iron track, but fivemonths in use, and 
elghteen thousand of tho largest oak and cheataut 
crove-tlen on which the rail were laid, and burned 
every rail aod every tle thus removed, utterly do- 
atroying the latter, and rendoring the irda unit for 
‘The deatrugtion embraced a range of eighty 
milea, botween Harper's Ferry and Cumberland, 
And yet all these bridges, water stations, tracks, 
telegraphs, Xc., In thelr massive magnitude, are a. 
aloally restored, ot rather replaced, and the line, sup 
oaed by tho enemy to have been well nigh extin- 
ruinhed, is gain (Ilke another Phoalx) risen from 
te ashes, ready to bear upon ite well-watohed ard 
closely-manned raile the heaviest products of the 
Western field and mountain, or the delicate forms of 
the falreat travellera who may acek the acaboard or 
the air of Oaldand for recreation. And but thirteon 
doys has been oceupted in this work of rebuilding 
after the heavy preparatory labor of gathering and 
transporting the enormous bulk of material.

THE MILITARY SITUATION. 

The successful termination of Grant's 
campaign i the Southwest ; the confident 
expectation, amounting almost to convie- 
tion, that General Gmuore’s campaign in 
the East will be equally successtul in termi- 
nation; the impression that Braco has 
slipped out of reach of RoszoxAss in Ten- 
nessee} and the assumption, perbups un- 
warranted, but still generally indulged, that 
Meane will not force Lee to battle until 
the warm weather has passed away: these 
things have had the effect, within a few 
aeoks past, of detracting temporarily from 
the interest which in the public mind 
has been felt in the progress of the war. 
Vory probably this effect has been en- 
hanced by the intensely hot weather, by 
the jact that the conscription has mo- 
ized a large share of the thoughts 
of men, and by the other fact that we 


have just commenced a political campaign, 
as mportant, perbaps, to the interests of 
the nation as any that has been waged with 
Our people haye begun to 
realize the fact that a battle must speedily 
sught in Pennsylvania, as important a8 
any ‘hat has ever been fought in Virginia. 
Jt will bea battle upon which the fate of 
the Union may depend. It will be a de- 
battle, And if the enemies of the 
Union are allowed to gain the slightest ad- 
vantege, all the campaigns of the Army of 
the Potomac, all the splendid battles our 
soldiers have fought, sll the noble victories 
thoy have won, Will be trampled in the dust 
and ‘brown away, Hence, for the time 
being, all else would seem to be forgotten, 
in preparation for the struggle upon whose 
result all previous struggles of the war must 
depend for their validity.

Therefore, even in a semi-political article 
like the present, this question of the war 
yous? arise for consideration, It is only by 
a review of the present situation of our ur 
mies that we can wrrive wt» just conclusion

sr successes they are likely to achieve. 
Wrether Charleston is or is not the chiet 
vital yomt in the Confederacy, certainly it 
grind point of interest, North and 
, at the present time, and, unless we 
ly mistaken as to the facts, it is at 
the same time the best fortified post within 
the territory of the seceded States. There 
fore, when Charleston is reduced, the work 
of Suisbing up the war will every day be- 
come easier. But, when shall we be per- 
mitted to celebrate this grand victory, with 
iluminations and bon-fires, and the pealing 
of merry bells, and the booming of noisy ean- 
non! It isnot easy to arrive at any definite 
conclusion upon the subject. We know that 
Charleston will fall, but how soon we can- 
not prophesy, All of us feel that the victo- 
ry will be speedy; but when we consider 
the magnitude of the task; when we reflect 
that many foreign newspaper critics have 
pronounced its accomplishment impossible, 
with all the resources at the command of 
the North, we must likewise feel that, if it 
is accomplished, not in ‘half a dozen 
hours,” not in days, not in weeks, but in 
many weary months, in months as long und 
weary as we spent before Vicksburg—cven 
then the work will have been a speedy 
one. We do not say that such will be the 
case; but we would caution readers against 
eving implicitly in the statement that 
Sumpter can be reduced to brick-dust in a 
few hours by our batteries, and in the mu- 
merous other sanguine predictions, of a like 
character, emanating from New York sensa- 
tion correspondents. Holders of brick-dust 
moy rest assured, we think, that there will 
be no material decline in the market for 
more thana fortnight to come. 

While, then, there would almost seem to 
be something prophetic in the universal ex- 
pectation felt by our people, that the present 
operations against Charleston will result 
successfully, it must be borne in mind that

what Admiral Dupont and General HuNTER 
failed to do completely, Admiral DaHLGREN 
and General Gitacore cannot be expected

‘A Charleston correspondent of a Southern 
paper, in a recent letter, snid: “If they 
should succeed in gaining our batteries on 
Morris Island, it will be very doubtful, from 
the number of guns we can bring to bear 
upon them, if they could hold their posi- 
tion. Besides, admitting that they should 
succeed, and even be able to batter down 
Sumpter, they would then be just as far off 
from their object as ever, and the struggle 
yrould then just commence, as Fort Moul- 
trie, Battery Bee, én Sullivan’s Island, and 
other works could still command the bar- 
vor, They would then baye to commence 
the bombardment of Moultrie, and make 
their approaches from Long Island, which 
js a quarter of a wile E. N. E. of Sulliyan’s 
Island, and separated from it by B each 
Inlet." General Grumore has nof suc- 
ceeded in gaining the batteries on Morris 
Island, and hence does vot commence the 
bombardment from as favorable a posi- 
tion as he had desired to gain. His 
siege-guns are at present’ mounted about 
thirty-five lundred yards from the fort, 
or almost two miles, This is a very long 
range, but he hopes, with his powerful 
rifled ordnance, to compass it. But if Gene- 
ral GruMone has been busy, General BRAU- 
REGARD has not been lessso. On James 
Jsland he has thrown up a series of strong 
works which enfilade our positions on Morris 
Island, and, of course, these batteries will 
open on us with a flanking fire the moment 
our guns open on the fort. But, supposing 
Sumpter breached, the assault, an infinitely 
more difficult tusk, will remain to be accom- 
plished, ‘This will necessitate the reduction 
of Fort Wagner, the strength of which we 
have already tested. Nor, as the New York 
Times observes, ‘does the work end even 
when Wagner is stormed, for the approach 
to tho artificial island on which Fort Sump- 
ter is built will have to be made by means of 
launches, exposed to the fire of 8 dozen forts 
and works.” Itis necessary that the public 
should understand these things, that they 
may not be too hasty in anticipating ‘the 
beginning of the end.” At the same time, 
with the skill and gallantry at our command, 
these difficulties are far from insuperable, and 
the more formidable their character, the 
greater the value and the glory that will ac- 
crue to us in overcoming them. 

The situation in Virginia is not wholly 
without interest at the present juncture, 
although with the thermometer ranging 
from ninety to one hundred in the shade, 
‘one might almost infer that there would be 
au indisposition on the part of hoth comba 
tants to make any demonstration likely to in- 
vest the situation with interest. For more 
than a month past this has indeed seemed to 
be the case. Just now, however, we have 
areport that Lee is on the eye of another 
offensive movement, this time designing to 
tum our deft flank, if possible. We have no 
doubt that LEE contemplates an offensive 
movement of some sort. He must retrieve 
the loss of Gettysburg. In his general order 
to the army, dated July 26, he used this 
language: “The commanding general ap- 
peals to the people of the States to send 
rth every man able to bear arms, to aid 
the brave soldiers who have so often beaten 
Duck our foes, to strike a decisive blow 
for the safety and sanctity of our homes, 
‘and the independence of our country.’” 
Nothing could be plainer than that he 
had attempted to strike a decisive blow and 
failed. Thereupon he determined, with the 
energy of despair, not only that he might 
repair his own defeat, but to retrieve the 
fall of Vicksburg, and the retreat of Brag 
to make one more determined effort, Know- 
ing the critical situation LEE is in—for our 
army is being reinforeed st the rate of one 
thousand men per day—it is not possible 
to doubt that he will speedily renew the 
aggressive. If he could have a positive 
assurance that Goy. Seystoun had the in- 
tention and the ability to interfere with the 
operation of the conscription law, he might 
not feel imperatively pressed to make an 
immediate movement. But the case is 
otherwise, and, as the New York Times ob- 
serves, ‘There is good evidence that his 
army is this moment numerically supe- 
rior to ours, Itis pretty certain that Ler 
hos been reinforced by one corps, or at least 
one division, of Brace’s army. Our own 
force is now at its minimum.’ This may 
not be true, but itia not inherently improba- 
hle, and it is safer to assume that it is based 
om good authority. Still, without informa- 
tion as to the strength of the Army of the 
Potomac, or the designs of its able com 
mander, We are willing to trust everything 
to his skilful guidance, and to the valor of 
the brave men he commands. 

Inthe far Southwest, the two great Union 
armies seem to be resting on their laurels, 
and although it js hinted that another move- 
ment is already on foot, it scems more likely 
that nothing will be done until the fall 
months setin. Generals Granvand Banks, 
we sce, haye just been exchanging congra- 
tulations upon their mutunl successes, and 
perhaps have been planning new campaigns 
that shall result as gloriously asthe one just 
closed, Jor Jonnsron's force appears to 
be falling back on Mobile, which city he 
intends to defend. We may readily ima- 
gine that the defence will not be a very spi- 
rited one, in the present demoralized condi- 
tion of his troops. The people of Mobile, 
too,seem impressed with gloomy torebodings 
of the fall of the city. The Mobile News 
of the 4th instant said: ‘The telegraph 
informed us yesterday that an improved 
tone of feeling prevails in Mississippi, We 
are glad to hear this, and wish it may be 
true, tor the intelligence we haye recently 
been receiving from that Sfate is of a very 
unpleasant character.’ Certainly, if at- 
tacked simultaneously by land and water, 
Mobile must fall, and with it all its garrison. 
Such, then, is the hopeful prospect in the 
Southwest, where we haye a right to expect 
success, if success isto be hadanywhere. Ot 
Gen. RosEcrans' movements we have of late 
heard very little, but it may be inferred that 
the new campaign upon which he hos just 
started out will form as brilliant a chapter 
in the history of the war as that which em- 
praced the victory of Stone river, Alto- 
gether, the situation has never been so full 
of hope and encouragement, and if we con- 
duct our home campaign with ‘the same 
indomitable encrgy with which we have 
advanced our standard in the military field, 
our success will be as certain as glorious, 
and fatal to the life of the rebellion 


TIE DESIRE FOR PEACE IN NORTH 
CAROLINA. 
In the rebellion are two classes of men— 
leaders and followers; the desperate and 
the calm, the cautious and the rash, We 
must not suppose that the speeches and pro- 
clamations of the conspirators at Richmond 
perfectly represent the spirit of the Southern 
people, for these are the work of the men 
who know that the failure of the rebellion 
js their personal ruin, Normust we belibve 
that the desperate fighting of the rebel army 
fully expresses the feeling of the non-com- 
for the bravery of a soldier, whose 
ssions are excited by battle, is very dif- 
ferent from the courage of a people, which 
along warhos made thoughtful. To know 
the true spirit of the Southern people, we 
must not osk JEvrerson Davis to define 
it; we must go from the rebel Goverment 
for correct information, and, so far as itis 
possible, obtain the unbinsed sentiment of 
the masses, We shall then find that the 
opinions and feclings of the citizens of the 
South are not now what they werg at the 
beginning of the war; that the most intelli- 
gent classes begin to condemn the rebellion 
asa blunder, or st least to lament it as 
failure. 

‘Pwo years of war have taught stern les- 
sons, and haye strange results. The abo- 
lition of slayery in Missouri, in Western 
Virginia, and the certainty of its speedy ex- 
tinction in other border States, indicates 
that we haye not merely achieved a phy- 
sical, buts moral victory. In Tennessee, 
the anti-slavery feeling is growing ; in Ma- 
ryland, the theory of gradual abolition is 
already popular. This is one proof of the 
strange changes of the Southern people, and 
proof of the increasing weakness of the re- 
bellion ; for itwas begun for the sake of sla- 
very, and has thus far been fought only to the 
injury of slavery, Wherever we find a State 
or n part of a State willing to yield the pecu- 
liar institution, there we may be sure the api- 
ritof the people is for peace and Union. These 
signs are multiplying, and, without referring 
further to States now under our military 
power, we can find them numerous in North 
Carolina—a State which has suffered little 
from the war, compared with Virginia 
and the other great battle States near the 
border. 

In North Carolina, the desire for peace, 
the belief in the uselessness of war, finds 
expression in the numerous refugees who 
constantly seck the North, in the popular 
dissatisfaction with the measures of. the 
Richmond Government, and the tone of its 
most intelligent journalism. Recently, we 
published an editorial from the Raleigh 
‘Standard, in which submission was openly 
spoken of, and JEFFensos Dayrs de- 
nounced as unworthy of trust. It has been 
followed by another article, equally remark- 
able, which is so earnest in its statements, 
so calm in its reasoning, that evidently it is 
not so much intended to act upon the 
people, as it is itself the embodiment 
of popular opinion, We may be sure 
that no journal in the South would 
dare to oppose the tyranny of Rich- 
mond, unless it was sustained” by the 
people it addressed. The Standard replies 
to a contemporary, which fears that the 
continuance of the war will destroy slavery, 
and while apparently desirous that slavery 
should be preserved by peace, does not be- 
lieve that pence can now be obtained npon 
any terms the South may choose! pose. 
Yet, it isanxious for peace even at a great 
sacrifice, for it argues conclusively that a 
Jong war will end in the complete conquest 
of the South and the entire emancipation of 
the slave:

‘Thus it is that an independent Southern 
newspaper dares to tell the truth tothe Con- 
federacy. We have heard of Federal ex 
aggerations, especially from English jour- 
nals, and by them the sunburats of victory 
have been depreciated as gleams of success; 
but does any Northern statement of the war, 
and the condition of the South, claim a 
greater triumph for the Union than this arti- 
cle confesses? The most. ‘enthusiastic 
loyalist could say no more ip his joy, 
than this sebel journal sdmits in its 
regret,—rebel journal, we say, for the 
Standard is naturally sorry that the South 
has been so badly beaten, and advocates 
submission to the Union, because of an in- 
tellectual conviction of its necessity and ad- 
vantage. 

Were it possible for the States in re 
Dellion to obtain their independence, 20 
doubt the Standard would speak in different 
tones, But it knows too well the emptine 
of that delusion, and js anxious that North 
Carolina should return to its olden hone!

When uv firat visited Saratoga, ten or a dozan 
years ago, there were encamped, In an adjscent 
beauti(ul grove, between two aod three hundred 
Indians, of ditferent tribes, comprising, in some in- 
stances, catire families of men, women, and chil- 
dren. They came from Oanads, Western New 
York, and some even from the distant territories, 
to sell to tho viaitors baskets, boxes, fana, bows sai) 
arrows, and other articles, their own handiwork. 
‘Thoy annually carried away considerable sums of 
money. Dealdea the manufncturera and traders, 
they then rejoiced in the presence of a highly-dis- 
tinguished “doctor,” who, over a fre kindled tan 
recluded part of the grove, compounded his roots 
and berbs, and distilled his invaluable specifics, war- 
ranted to cure the “thousand {lls that flesh is belr 
to.” They were not without their “ fortune-teller,"" 
either; sn aged matron, fat, filthy, and mysterious, 
who, in 8 dingy spartment, carefully secluded from 
outside inspection by extra canvas and blankets, 

tin magisterial dignity on s huge, rough rocking- 
chair, surrounded by eards, dice, bella, cups, saucers, 
horsc-shoes, broom-aticke, and other Implements of 
trade. By common consent she was the High 
Priestess of the place, By not a few stupid mea, 
and ailly women, her oraculer ‘‘ givings-out" wera 
regarded as eminently cheap, dispensed at the rats 
of four abillings per capita. Before abe left for ber 
home, in the diatant wilds, much money bad she put 
into her pocket. 

‘This season agaio, the day succeeding our arrival, 
curlosity led us back again to the old Indian camp 
ground, But, alas, how changed! All told, not 
over one or two dozen of these children of the forcat 
remain! A few eoattered tents tell the story. Wo 
faked: Where's the old doctor" * Oh,” eald one of 
fia aged companions, ‘he's dead!” We snked 
“Where's the old forture-teller 7” “Ab,1? replied the 
same voice, with a decp-drawn algh, "she's dead, 
foo” And then the same wrinkled Red Man said, 
mourofully : “Yea, frlend, our tribes are getting 
every year less and leas, Soon wo will all be in tho 
bosom of the Great Spirit, and then the Pale Faces 
willhave theland all to themselves.” We turned 
{ncontinently sway, and found our own bosom 
swelling with emotion, our own cheek suffusod with 
teara, ‘Time ices, when there races were themselves 
the proprictors of this delightful region of country, 
with Its wild forests, ite table-Isnds, ite mountain 
Hdges, its mirrored lakes, its multiplied creeks and 
streams, and ita charming medicinal fountalos. 
Then the foreata supplied him with the objecta of 
the chase, and tho rivera with fish and water-forl 
and the pelts of the wolf acd the bear shielded bim 
from the aeverities of the climate, aad the prod! 
tive soll spontaneously afforded him ample 
nance. Then he was happy and contented. Bat be 
fore the irrealatible footsteps of ' Civilization” the 
poor Indisn and his glories have disappeared 93 9 
frame-work of frost before summer's sun. He 207 
has scarcely an inch of territory’, from the rising to 
the setting of the aun, he can call his own, and evea 
from that which he hath he is being gradually e: 
polled. Soon he will be without s “local habitation 
ora name.” Nay, far worse, Soon he will wholly 
cease fo be, and live only in the snnalg of the psat. 
Need we wonder that the hearts of fhe surviy 
Sadness chills, and that oa thelr rugged brow 
Jancholy sits enthroned !

THE ARMY ANXIOUS TO MOVE ONWARD, 
HEADQUANTENS ARMY OP THE POTOMAC: 
Vinarnta, Auguat 1 1863. 

The Army of the Potomac bas had reat, No one 
doudts they needed repore, and none can appreciate 
bew welcome was the season of relaxation alter 
their exhaustive marches and desperate battles 
But thoy are growing anxious to march onwant once 
more, Every man thins thie Js thelr Inet tramp 
through Northern Virginis. The late successes have 
flushed and made them eo contident of enay victories 
to future that I fear they will be unprepared for the 
desperate, bloody figat which the rebels will next 
make. The last ditch 1s close in thelr rear; hut 
nothing short of auperhuman valor will overcome 
the cteady firmnces and ferostty of their despair. 
North Carolina is the frat to eend forth the dove. 
Sho pushed forth one from the front window of the 
Confederacy a short time ago, but the meek-eyed 
bird aay nothing but blood, and shuddered ; heard 
nothing but angry words and fierce blowa; so she 
Hed back to the "Old North State." A second v 
mny bo more successful. If not for all the rebel 
States, she msy, for her single self, pluck an olive 
branch, aignal for her retura to the old Union, em- 
blem of peace and penitence. North Carolina has 
been treated unfairly by the Confederacy ever since 
they have been joined by her, as cvery soldier from 
thot State well koows. They cannot be injured 
more by retuming to their old allegiance; and 
ss for offending the Powera at Richmond, they 
need have no appreheosion. Never have they been 
known to find favor in thelr eyes, If one State 
more bold than the rest breaka the ice, and the frail 
bonds which bind thom to traitors, auea for parton 
and peace, andin elacere in Intention and proteata- 
ton, others will soon follow. The cordon which 
horetofore bound all togetherineeparably broken in 
ono piace, all their resistance will but recoil on the 
pends of those who foolishly prove rebellious to the 
last, Why do they prolong s conflict which every 
nenalble, reasonable person sees oan have but one 
termination? Porhspa they imagine that after they 
hava exasperated ua as loog as they posalbly could, 
then they would be offered easy terms of admission 
into the Union. Thoy know not what they lose by 
delay. 

‘Every day we have rumors about change of com: 
mander, and, I am sorry to asy, some show the bad 
tante of selecting successors for our present chief- 
tain, General Meade. I feat he 1s too honest for 
much acommand. He won't talk enough ; he can't 
brag aufficiently, and bie proclamations are few ani 
far between, 

‘Among the various accounts of the doings of Union 
cavalry, I have noticed none which have mentioned, 
elther incidentally or otherwite, the very successful 
scout of Colonel Mann, with three hundred mea, 
detneamenta (rom his own regiment, the 7th Michi- 
gan, and aleo from the 6th. The guerillas, which 
have of Inte become so troublesome, seemed to 
worm around the mountains of Leudoun and Fau- 
quier counties. Colonel Mann had been out but 
‘a few dasa till he learned from a reliable source that 
the notorious brigande, White, Moneby, aud Farren, 
wero to form a triumvirate, and with thelr united 
forces make a raid upon Alexandria. Moseby was 
to bo enoamped.on one aide of the mountain at night, 
rendy to crosa and join bia worthy confederates next 
day, The route they proposed puraulog waa to crors 
tho country below Fairfax, come by way of Polck 
Chured, and march £0 as to get {ato Alexandria by 
night. As eon as Colonel Mann had considered the 
matter he made every effort to thwart thelr designe, 
‘and started at midnight for thelr place of rendezvous, 
which he had been informed wasnesr Gum Springs, 
Their scouts gave warning of our approach—the 
comp was lontantly broken up. The whole band 
fed incontinently, but not before reveral had been 
captured. Colonel Maan, by bis activity, succeeded 
in Aloperaing all large bands of these robbers, and by 
the artful and judicious disposition of his troopm 
msde the people belleye he bad twice ae msny men 
as horeslly had with him. Altogether, we captured 
twenty rebelr, elghty horses, and 290 head of cattle. 
Hio prisoners confirmed the tidings he had of the 
contemplated raid on Alexavdris,' It was to be 
made jn the night; ‘sll that. could;be carried 
of in osfety was to be taken, and 
thing elee ned or otherwise destroyed.

Jarge frida are tramped hard like the floor of a brick- 
yord, while the cloverfelds remain untoushed, be- 
cause there in no living thing about to wander there. 
‘Without the olty, all is want and desolation ; within, 
pride struggling with poverty, 4 semblance of pros 
perity being maintained in s ruined town in the 
very teeth of adveralty. Not far from here I mot 5 
woman with nine mizersble, squalid, emaciated lt- 
tle orentures, who claim her for their mother. How 
they bave eubsiated or exiated thus far isn great 
mystery. Then thelr wan faces speak more clo- 
quently of famine and hardehips than the open palm 
of the beggar, who besceches for money. I could 
discera nothing in the house of any value. Each 
of the nine children had a chicken, which they 
manoged to keep through every peril sod 
temptation, well knowing that they must have 
their bens, because thoy could expect them 
to hoten. Our soldiers have thus far been uo 
commonly kind to these poor poverty-stricken crea- 
tures, I haveseen many aman bring his bread or 
crackers to their bumble doors, leave them there, 
and then go back to their camps, These little deeds 
of kindneaz, sown in the present ncnson of deatitu- 
tion, will pleld a harvest of thanks, gratitude, and 
love, People may resist compulsion, but an act of 
disinterested magusnimily, even when performed 
bya “'sile Yankee,” 1¢ mightier than the sword. 
‘© Mberal hand is better than a strong arm," snys 
the Persian proverb, Already the first fruit is bo- 
ginning to be perceptible, Our men have just been 
paid, mutlers are hore, and it has been along time 
tineo euch golden times have been known in this 
neightorhood. Several told me they thanked God 
for the timely arrival of the Union soldiers, and 
would be ‘so sorry when they left.” Thus it is the 
little Jeaven begiaa to work among the incongruous 
mass of Virginians. How long will it be until the 
whole lump be leavened? 

AT SULPHUR SPRINGS. 

T have just returned from Sulphur Springs, Al- 
though fire and rapioe ‘appear to have done their 
worst, the natural beauty of the place remains. 
General Birney has his headquartera in the lawn, 
looking down the main avenue which lesds to the 
two celebrated springs. The seata upon which the 
mornise drinkera and bathers lounged are eadly 
spideted ; and a beautiful white marble statuc is 
po dresdfully mutilated by barbarous curioalty- 
seekers, that it 1s with difficulty men of rearonable 
discernment can say with certalaty ‘it is a female 
form.”

THE SITUATION IN TENNE: 
(Correspondence of The Presa.) 
FAYETTEVILLE, (Tenn.,) Auguat 7, 1553. 

‘There are unmistakable proofs of returning con- 
sclousners, even at this Inte hour, In Tennessce. 
Citizens are flocking to the provost marehal’s office 
eager to take the osth, and give bonds for their 
future loyalty. Even the “Iron-elad’” is weakening 
In the knees, coming over, returning to the good 
faith. Bragg’s last retreat has ll but ruined the 
“Seceah”? cause In Southern Tennessco. Hia enc- 
mies are the more Joyal, and bis friends are com- 
pletely disgusted with him. Men who, a short 
month ago, were intense in their treason, are now 
asking ns 8 privilege to take the onth. 

‘The eyes of the people of the South are open- 
ing; they ace the hopelessness of the Southern 
cause, tho usclesaness of their paat privations nnd 
sufferings, and sre praying earnestly for returning 
peace. Thousands there are who have been ‘'brow- 
besten’? into the vortex ; with the presence of our 
army snd the disnvtrous defests that have tran- 
apired to the Confederacy, they are becoming bold 
and outspoken. The food work goes bravely on. 
In the psst three weeks, over five thousand citi- 
zens of Lincoln county have subscribed to the onth, 
‘and given bonda. Tenfcaree cooseripts are deserting 
by the hundreds, Wheeler is at Athens with 300 
men.

But more often the slgon are thoae of physical 
aad particularly cercbral prostration, The pulte in 
feeble, the checka—in fact the whole surface of the 
dody—pale and ghastly, Tho blood tn defestive in 
quality, thus Impeding the vital procesees, The 
heart fs evidently the organ at fault, having sudden- 
ly succutnbed under fatigue and exhaustion. The 
head, however, gives tho first intimations of danger. 
This’ prowonitory symptom of suastroke {a men: 
tioned in the Bible: 'Aod when tho child was 
grown, it fell on a day that ho went out to his father 
to tho reapers. And he aald to bia father, © My head, 
my head!”

Consorrpt QuAkERS.—There were only 
two conscripts at the barracks, Twenty-second and 
Wood atreets, on Saturday afternoon; the remainder, 
nearly two hundred, were substitutes. These two 
exceptions were a couple of rather sickly young 
men coming from a wealthy family of Quakers, 
named Smedly, who reside at Weet Cheater. Theae | 
men contend they have conscientious acruplea aa to 
going to the war; they will not fire a musket, or 
draw human blood, nor pay the commutation money 
nor furnish » substitute. They atill adhere to this 
singular faith, During the two or throe days they 
were in the barracks, thoy at firat refused to anawer 
to the roll-call or form into line, but finally became 
more practioal. They were visited by several mem- 
bere of the dooloty of Frieads of Philadelphia, but 
would not consent to the raising of money by themto 
paythe commutation fee, because, in their opinion, it 
Would bo making au acknowledgment not conaiatent 
with the views of the sect.

THe MECHANICAL BrickKMAKER. —We 
paid n short visit Inst week to the brick-making 
yard of Mr. F. O. Clark, near the Nicetown atatioa 
on the Germantown Railrond, for the purpose of 
witnessing the operation of n'machiue which wo 
may style the mechanical brickmaker, There are 
only three of these machines in operation In the 
country. The word wonderful, as applied to the 
Inborsaving qualitics of this ‘apparatus, would 
earcely convey an adequate iden of it, Ta tho tec. 
tioa whore the brickmaker is located there ts alarzo 
belt of clay, from four to five feet in thickness, from 
which the machine will make three thouasnd bricks 
per hour, the men aud boys not being required to 
work Jonger. than ten houra per day to produce 
thirty thousnad bricks. 

The entire apparatue, including a forty-horse 
power steam enzloe, covers 8 space of neatly one 
hundred feet in length. 

The mschinery. by means of wheele, belts, pul- 
les, ropes, &o., inmade to draw-the virgin’ clay 
from the pit, on’ narrow railroad loading to the 
hopper, into which the mnes 1s ompticd by a ma 
A halts ton of clay thus disposed of in the recepta- 
cle, is drawn down by an endicas sore, after which 
it ig sutjected to a number of revolviog Knives and 
water, The olay is thus exceedingly well tempered, 
andit ia forced fo the square hole, through which it 
eaoapes. ‘Thia aperture moulde the brick, ao far as 
refers to breadth and thickness. The clay now 
males its appearance like a long, oquara bar, As it 
comes out it is pushed on m long band 
that passes over or revolves upon friction. rollers 
horizontally arranged. Thus tt ts carried to the cut 
ter, a dintanco, perhaps, of twenty feet from the 
temperer. The cutter consists of avery sharp, thin 
Diade {astened on a Inrge wheel, Evary revolution 
this makes, the knife cleaves through tho bar of cla; 
and thus lops off a brick. Thle wheel revoly 
about fitty times in cach minute, Tt can be made to 

o much faster {( necessary, The brick thua out off 
is continued on the belt ag aforesatd, aod, beforo it is 
roady to be carried away by theboy. It goes under x 
Gustlog box. This duat ie very fines and 1a ob 
tained from iron ore. It not only prevents the 
clay sticking to the carriers? haadr, ae dry flour 
keeps the dough cleat from the bakers’ hands, 
but owing to {ts onture, {t causes the brick to bura 
cherry red. The machine, it may be said, can dothe 
work of ten or twelve seta of employees, who work 
in the old style by band. The clay ts #9 thoroughly 
and evenly mixed, that on expert bricklayer oan 
chip off a corner, and preserve a aharp point or edge 
with the moat perfect esse or presision, The brick 
oan be eplit with the trowel croaawine, lenethwiae, 
oredgewise just ne enaily. This brickmaker can 
produce 30,000 bricks every ten houis—or the enor 
mous number of nine millon thres hundred thou- 
aand per year, leaving out Suodays. and allowing 
three holidays, Fourth of July. Ghristmas, and 
Thanksgiving day. It 1s Messrs, Obambers & Son's 
patent, but we learn that no person can be allowed 
fo use it in the same vicinity. Mr. Olark has 
the patent. right to the this machive
